Avalanche at Port Angelos! 

TOn'.\ NK.iRLY DESTUOYED ! 

TWO LIVES LOST I 



Great destruction of property ! 

On Wednesday las', about o'eloek, p.m. Port 
.\ngolos was nearly dujlroyed liy a tr'.meti- 
dous avalanche ol water ..firoui the, muuutains 
in the'rear of the town, cauiiog tbe loss of 
two valuable live^, and tbe dusltuclioo uf a 
(.•real deal of proparty. 'I'ha water appears 
to havii collected iu large quantities in the 
valley about six miles above the town, till ul 
length the pressure became so great as to 
burst the barriers which confined it, preeipi- 
tating a raging flood down tbs tiarrow gulch, 
aud sweeping befora it. logs, trees, rocks, it:., 
in the most im otuoua iiiniiiier. The hr.sl up- 
pro.ach of iho avalanche was perceived hy 
Ur. Quon, U.^ S. Oullector fur the Foget 
Sound distriot. He was seated in the oHice 
in the rear of llis Custom House, and hear- 
ing a rushing sound proceeded to tho dour lo 
atcortain the ciiiise, when he saw a perfect 
wall of 'A'atcr rushing down Iho valley wilh 
the speed of a race horse, bearing on ild 
foaming bosom an immense mass ot uprooted 
trees, logs, stumps, &o. Ifo was quito as- 
tounded for a moment, but .'ecovcring tiij 
coolness he waited till Ihe Mood struck the 
building, and i[iringiiig on tho llo.iting mass, 
succeeded, after lupsi hiininii ellorls, in ruaoli- 
iug the high baak, a diiilancu of about 100 
yards. Mr, J.M. Aoderson, Deputy Colleeter, 
and Oapt. Goodell, formerly of tlio 
sohoooer Qenetal Ilarney, were in tbe 
front part of tbe building, and re- 
ceived no intimation of the approach- 
ing danger lill the raginj; torrent slruc- the 
building, complslely deinulisbing tho whole 
struetuie, and sweeping its pimitered riiiria, 
together wilh its tivo iirdortiiuulo occnpai;ls, 
into the bay. Al the .same nrnii ml the llo'id 
Kirnck the duelling ol Victor .Sniiili, I'^sq , 
in which .Mi.s. .Srniih and ihrcc cliiiilren were 
then silting, iiiid inailo il a coinploto vrreiik, 
carrying oil liie i;rea;o:- purlion of the ruins 
into till biMi. .^lrs. ^niiibuiiil lumily wore how- 
over, proteetdd Irom tbe tailing ti nib .ts hy 
UiB fiirnilurc iu Ihe room, oiid '.Tern uiiiinalc- 
ly rescued from llieir ilanneruus posilion hy 
soma neighbm'rt. The avalanche im.\l struck 
the lioef Market, sweeping it elcAr oil into 
the hjy ; ii llieii crossed llie street coining in 
contact willi llio dvvclliiig of .Mr .Stockcnd, 
which il moved about Hi) feel; .Mr. ,S.,wili; 
and lour ehihlrcii were in the boiiso ul the 
lime, and ol course wcro dreadfully uhiriiied. 
The ne.\t building slnick was Ibe house of 
.Mr. F. .SlBUton, which, conUining sovetal 
meinbur.H of '.Ua family, was swept into tin: 
bay ; lha occupanis ware reicucd, however, 
by mime boats which at once put oil' to Ihuir 
assistance. .Mr. Stanton was slightly hurl. 
The front part uf thu iiungh and Ueidy Sa 
loon was also carried away to sea, wilh 
three men who happened lo b'j in 
it at tbe tinKs: they ware uliio rescued by 
boats. Mr. AVinsor, tbe proprietor ul the 
saloon, was in a back room playing " poker ' 
with two others, at the time ; iho two men 
rose lo leave, but were persuaded by VVinsor 
li; wait till the game was finished, ihoy ac- 
cordingly sat down, and the D«.\t moment 
Ihe lurraut struck tbe building, tearing away 
lh>3 whole front, and iourlug them hurror- 
alrieken al Iheir narrow escape.' 

The greater part of ihe wharl was nlso 
carried away with ?evtfr»l thousand fed of 
liiiiilier, only the cilb of tho wlnri being loft 
Bl. Hiding. .Sir. .Stock's store, and ihe Pioiuer 
HuIbI, wore only saved by the log^ jaiiiiiiiiig 
imniodiatuly Usiiiiid them. A number of 
people were in Ihe holel, nnd lecoived llio 
tirat notice of danger from ,Mr«. Ilelgardiio, 
who hapfionod lo go lo tlio dour ami daw tlie 
foaming ll iui ru-hing down tho vally. Trmy 
would hardly believe her nlory ivheo sho tan 
ill, but two or lliieo of them want to the 
door jusi in time lo ecb .Stanlon'ri house and 
tlifl " Uoiigh and Ready'' siiliiig into Ilia 
water. The bodios ul tna two iinfortiubite 
iiieii who lost their livr.sby this iiiilo.' urd ca- 
lastr.ipbe, were rucovercj oil Ibursday aller- 
10. oil ; Air. Abdcrson wns cntK-iderably dis- 
lignred, libs hea.l and lace being badly cut, 
and his iivck brukaii ; Capt. Coodell was al- 
most unlouclied, there boiug only one slight cut 
nn his head, and one of his ancles hruisad ; 
il is Burinisod that he was caught by tho lag 
by the railing ruini and sniothercd by the 
lorrenls of mud and water. They wore lo be 
buried yesterday. Tho losa, which ia very 
considerable, falls obisfly ou Victor bmiih. 
The inhabilania are greatly disbearteueii hy 
tie caUinily, nlihongh they are going 
bravely to work recoreiing the scattered 
pro|)eriy nnd clearing away Ihe ruins. Dr. 
Uiinn acted in Ibe most cno'gstic maimer, 
and his kindness in a^si»ting the MiEfcrers by 
the cala.slrophe is liiglily spoken ol. Capl. 
Jaii. F,. Moimtforl, to wti'iiii, and li our c ir- 
tispoiidont "Union,'' we are iiule'd ml 
lor these deliiili, eays that he piis-'ed 
tlirongli tho i/<:6)u brought down by the 
llood, tloaliny oul to sea abjut half a mile 
from the end of Foil Angelos bpit ; it. u.'i- 
tended over a ilistanco ot two miles, and 
consisted of unotniuii.'i trunks of liees, logs 
and BininpJ, showing the lerrific biice ol Iho 
avalanclia in moving such imnieii.se ipiaiili- 
lies of rubbish.
